FOR MANY, THE SEARCH HAS BEEN CONFUSING. MANY WOMEN ARE 
UNSURE OF THE DIRECTION THEY WANT TO TAKE, ANO HOW FAR 
THEY SHOULD GO. OR, RATHER, HOW FAR THEY CAN GO. 

HISTORY PROVIDES FEW GUIDELINES, FOR THE MYTH OF HISTORY 
IS THAT WOMEN HAVE NOT ACHIEVED MUCH THAT MATTERS. BUT, 
OF COURSE, MOST HISTORY BOOKS HAVE BEEN WRITTEN BY MEN, 
THE TRUTH IS THAT THERE HAVE ALWAYS BEEN WOMEN WHO HAVE 
SHAPED HISTORY. AND IT IS ONLY NOW THAT WE ARE BEGINNING

COMPLETELY EQUAL STATUS WITH MEN UNDER THE LAW, SHE HELPED 
WRITE THE PROPOSED EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT TO THE UNITED

INDEED BECAUSE OF THE ROADBLOCKS THAT WERE PUT IN FRONT OF 
THEM, BELVA LOCKWOOD, FOR INSTANCE, WHO WAS A LAWYER, HAD 
TO FIGHT FOR HER DIPLOMA, SHE ASKED TO BE ADMITTED TO 
DOZENS OF LAW SCHOOLS. FINALLY, ONE OF THEM THOUGHT IT 
WOULD BE A GOOD JOKE...SHE WON HER DEGREE CBUT) THEY 
WOULDN'T GIVE HER HER DIPLOMA. SO SHE HAD TO PETITION THE 
HONORARY PRESIDENT OF THAT UNIVERSITY -- WHO HAPPENED TO BE 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES AT THE TIME, ULYSSES S. 
GRANT."
